To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1970. 

Although  it  might  sound  monotonous,  it  is  still  necessary  for  me  to 
repeat  that  the  vital  statistics  remain  at  a  reasonable  level,  relative 
to  the  national  figures. 

While  this  might  be  considered  satisfactory,  vital  statistics  are  only 
a  part  of  the  picture,  and  while  infant  mortality  and  death  rates  are 
(relatively)  low,  we  must  not  forget  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  ill- 
health  in  the  community,  and  that  the  sufferers  need  help.  The 
Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act  which  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  29th  May,  1970  will  eventually  go  some  of  the  way  to  help  these  people; 
it  is  largely  society1 s  attitude  to  the  handicapped  that  is  most  important, 
especially  in  regard  to  mental  ill-health.  G-reater  numbers  of  mentally  ill 
individuals  now  have  to  be  looked  after  in  the  community  and  the  public 
must  learn  to  accept,  and  support  where  necessary,  this  form  of  handicap, 
just  as  society  has  learned  to  accept  and  support  the  physically  handicapped. 
Unfortunately  it  is,  in  many  cases,  similar  to  some  attitudes  on  the  colour 
problem  -  no-one  admits  to  prejudice  unless  and  until  they  have  to  face  up 
to  it  themselves. 

Measles  vaccination,  after  a  hold-up  lasting  many  months,  was  resumed 
though  it  was  doubted  whether  sufficient  vaccine  could  be  administered  in 
time  to  prevent  the  usual  epidemic  due  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Rubella  (German  Measles)  vaccine  became  available  generally  and  a  scheme 
was  launched  to  offer  this  to  all  13  year-old  girls.  The  response  was  only 
fairly  good.  The  aim  is  to  try  and  ensure  that  all  girls  are  resistant  to 
the  disease  before  pregnancy  occurs;  we  are  not  yet  aiming  to  clear  the 
virus  from  the  community.  It  is  not  a  vaccine  to  use  on  adults  where  there 
is  a  remote  possibility  of  pregnancy  near  the  time  of  vaccination. 

Basic  Public  Health  work  still  occupies  the  greatest  proportion  of  time. 
Dwellings  falling  into  a  state  of  disrepair  need  to  be  dealt  with.  Food 
businesses  are  increasing  in  numbers  and  your  Health  Inspector  has  had  to 
tackle  some  difficult  problems,  sometimes  demanding  diplomacy  of  the  highest 
order.  Nuisances  occurred  with  some  regularity,  the  most  notable  being  a 
noise  and  dust  problem  in  one  locality. 
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With  the  prospect  of  considerable  development  in  the  town  in  the 
near  future  we  can  be  assured  that  the  need  for  this  basic  work  will 
continue  for  some  tine  and  that  basic  services  like  the  sewage  system 
will  require  consideration.  Much  work  has  already  been  done  on  this 
latter,  and  Mr.  Baylis  refers  to  this  subject  elsewhere. 


Tho  majority  of  the  work  dealt  with  by  the  Department  is  of  course 
never  reported  formally  and  does  not  appear  in  this  report.  This  is 
often  time-consuming  but  essential  ?/ork,  which  if  not  carried  out 
thoroughly  could  have  repercussions  out  of  all  proportion  to  the 
original  problem. 

I  must  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  its  Chairman  for  the 
continued  interest  and  support  they  show  for  the  work  of  the  Department.

INTRODUCTION  AND  GENERAL  REMARKS 


During  1970,  designated  European  Conservation  Year,  the  cultural 
value  of  amenity  -  of  having  the  right  thing  in  the  right  place  at  the 
right  time  -  was  seen  to  he  assuming  more  importance  to  the  average 
citizen. 


The  work  of  the  Council*  s  Public  Health  Committee  is  closely 
associated  with  all  aspects  of  the  environment  and  I  am  pleased  to  report 
that  this  has  heen  a  year  of  good  progress. 

Professor  Buchanan,  the  dissenting  Member  of  the  Roskill  Commission 
described  the  decision  for  the  Cublington  Airport  site  as  an 
environmental  disaster  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  it  appeared  that  the 
public's  awareness  may  be  successful  in  removing  the  threat  of  noise  and 
increased  congestion  to  this  town. 


The  growth  of  the  New  City  and  proposals  for  Local  Government 
Re-organisation  also  draw  attention  to  the  necessity  for  a  wider  outlook, 
but  within  the  present  town  boundaries,  much  has  been  done  and  is  being 
done  to  ensure  that  Newport  Pagnell  remains  a  pleasant  and  healthy  place 
in  which  to  live.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises  served  by  the  paper  sack 
system  had  risen  from  two-fifths  at  the  end  of  1969  to  over  one -half. 
Further  extensions  will  take  place  next  year. 

The  tip  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  life  and  particularly  having  regard 
to  the  proximity  of  new  housing  site^  a  new  tip  is  badly  needed. 


Rodent  Control: 

During  the  year  630  properties  were  visited  by  the  Rodent  Operator 
to  private  property,  factories,  shops;  and  Local  Authority  sewers  and 
property. 

The  contract  scheme  for  periodical  inspection  of  business  premises 
has  been  modified  to  give  once-monthly  visits. 


Flood  Relief.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 

The  Wolverton  Road  Relief  Sewer  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

A  new  pumping  station  is  badly  needed  but  the  selection  of  a  site 
is  causing  some  difficulty.  Arrangements  are  being  made  with  the  Milton 
Keynes  Development  Corporation  for  their  sewage  disposal  works  to  treat 
all  sewage  from  Newport  Pagnell.  Their  works  should  be  ready  in  about 
three  years  time,  and  the  new  pumping  station  referred  to  will  have  to 
be  sited  so  as  to  pump  to  the  present  Willen  Road  works  and  following 
their  closure,  to  the  new  works  near  Willen. 

The  present  sewage  disposal  works  are  adequate.  With  increasing 
population  the  margin  of  spare  capacity  is  reducing  but  the  new  arrangements 
should  be  completed  before  the  present  works  are  overburdened.  Sampling 
continues  to  show  that  the  standard  of  the  effluent  is  generally  within 
recognised  standards. 

Works  carried  out  in  recent  years  by  the  River  Drainage  Boards  appear 
to  have  greatly  diminished  the  town*  s  susceptibility  to  flooding.  The 
Milton  Keynes  Development  Corporation  is  pledged  not  to  cause  any 
deterioration  in  this  respect. 


Noise  and  Atmospheric  Pollution: 

Constant  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  nuisance  of  unsilenced  road 
breaking  equipment.  The  various  firms  and  statutory  undertakers  (G-as,  V.ater 
Electricity,  Telephones  etc.)  have  been  co-operative  but  there  is  still  the 
tendency  for  workmen  to  start  the  job  without  mufflers. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  factories  and  attention  paid  to  external  noise 
levels.  A  noise  meter  is  expected  to  be  purchased  next  year,  and  the 
instrument  will  be  of  considerable  use. 
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Supervision  and  Inspection  of  Food 


Standards  of  cleanliness  in  the  food  premises  in  the  town  have  risen 
as  the  result  of  constant  attention  by  Owners  and  in  larger  premises, 
top  level  management.  Difficulties  arise  with  staff  at  lower  levels  as 
it  is  hard  to  attract  the  right  people  in  the  right  numbers  into  the 
catering  and  distributive  trades. 

Delivery  Vehicles  and  Stalls: 

Stalls  include  mobile  vans.  Periodical  inspections  have  been  made 
and  the  general  standard  is  satisfactory.  The  same  cannot  be  said  for 
wholesale  deliveries,  particularly  of  meat  and  this  matter  was  taken  up 
with  several  suppliers. 


Ice  Cream: 

Some  retailers  are  misled  by  salesmen  into  thinking  that  no 
registration  is  required  in  respect  of  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice  cream. 
Rigorous  cleanliness  has  to  be  adopted  in  dealing  with  this  potentially 
dangerous  food  and  the  Council  have  to  be  satisfied  that  the  premises  in 
which  it  is  sold  are  properly  equipped  and  maintained. 

13  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Bedford. 


Milk  Supply: 

The  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  for  the  whole 
County  excluding  the  Boroughs  of  High  Wycombe  and  Slough.  As  such, 
the  programme  of  sampling  of  all  food  and  drink  including  milk  is 
related  to  the  County  as  a  whole  and  not  to  any  specific  area. 

176  samples  were  taken  from  the  area  supplying  Newport  Pagnell,  analysis 
revealed  a  very  satisfactory  standard. 

There  are  four  registered  distributors  of  milk  and  no  registered 
dairy  premises  (other  than  farms)  in  the  District. 

No  case  of  brucella  abortus  has  been  reported  and  no  samples  of  raw 
milk  have  been  taken  by  U.D.C0  Officers. 


Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  is  wholly  provided  by  the  Bucks.  Yfater  Board  and 
the  supply  to  Newport  Pagnell  comes  from  Graf ham  (via  Ampthill)  and  Ash  Hill 
several  other  sources  are  no  longer  used  to  supply  the  town. 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  are  regularly  taken  by  the  Water 
Board.  An  additional  check  on  the  bacteriological  purity  is  by  samples 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  which  are  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service.  All  samples  taken  were  satisfactory  and  the 
supply  was  sufficient. 
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Water  Supply  oont.. 


No  fluoridation  of  water  supplies  is  undertaken  by  the  Board.  The 
natural  fluoride  content  is  approx  *3  parts  per  million.  All  the  dwellings 
in  the  town  (estimated  2188)  with  an  estimated  population  of  6070  are 
supplied  with  mains  water.  As  far  as  is  known,  all  have  an  internal  supply.

Old  Persons  Accommodation: 

At  the  end  of  1970  the  waiting  list  contained  the  names  of 
39  applicants  for  one  bedroomed  accommodation  (1969  =  32)  and 
30  applicants  on  the  bed-sitter  lists  (1969  =  42). 


During  the  year  there  were  12  new  applicants  for  one  bedroomed 
accommodation  and  13  new  applicants  for  bed-sitter  accommodation. 

2  applicants  for  one  bedroomed  dwellings  and  4  applicants  for 
bed-sitters  were  rehoused.
